The other two were 
doubtful, in my opinion.

There was a marked increase in the number of Measles cases during the year 
- 264 compared with 77. This reflects the situation in the country as a whole. 
However, there is the prospect that some cdntrol may be possible in that an 
immunisation procedure is now available and one hopes that some amelioration in 
this troublesome disease may be possible. 


It is gratifying to record that the rate of immunisation against Diphtheria 
is 89% of the children born. Maintenance of this rate will do much to control 
the disease and, once again, I compliment parents on taking advantage of the 
facilities offered and available. 


Much credit is due to Family Doctors for their efforts in educating parents 
in this respect.

Apart from normal maintenance work, no major sewerage work was carried out 
during the year. 


It is with regret that, once again, I have to record that the Council's 
Southern Area Sewerage Scheme, which will cater for twelve parishes in the 
District, as well as the sewage from the Bakewell Urban District, received 
further delays during the year. However, I am happy to record that approval to 
proceed to tender had been received at the end of the year and tender documents 
were about to be sent to a selected list of contractors at the end of December 


1967. 


Your existing sewage works functioned satisfactorily during the year, but 
with the greatly increased rate of flow to some of the works it is essential that 
alterations and improvements be continually carried out. It should be noted that 
your Baslow works, which serves the Derwent Valley Sewerage Scheme, was receiving 
its design capacity of 120,000 gallons per day dry weather flow at the year end. 


HOUSING 


Twelve new houses were built by the Council during the year at Ashford (6), 
Bradwell (2) and Taddington (4). 


There was a small decrease in private building, 47 as against 58 in 1966.

Use of the improvement grant schemes continued during the year and there was, 
in fact, an increase in the number of applications approved - 24 discretionary and 
66 standard. 
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HOUSING (continued) 


Just after the end of the year covered by this report the Council approved 
the one thousandth grant application since the incepiion of the original 
improvement grant scheme. The graphs appended at the rear otf the report may be 
of interest and show the trend of applications receiving approval and the amounts 
paid out by way of grant over the years. The improvement grant scheme was 
introduced in its original form by the Housing Act, 1949, the first application 
being approved in 1951. Of particular note is the fact that eleven and a half 
years elapsed before the first five hundred applications were approved, whilst 
the second five hundred have been approved in the last five and a half years. 


Approximately one house in six existing in the District in 1949 will have 
been improved with grant aid when all the work approved is carried out, and it 
is estimated that- there are roughly another one thousand properties in the 
District which can be improved with grant aid although the majority of these 
cannot be done until adequate public sewers are available. 


CARAVAN SITES 
The number of sites licensed is 36, the number of caravans being 34/7. 


There were no significant changes in the sites or number of caravans on 
them during the year. Site conditions also remained substantially the same. 


WATER SUPPLIES 


I am indebted to the Engineer and Manager of the North Derbyshire Water Board 
for the following report on the supervision of the water supply during the year: - 


The supplying authority to the area is the North Derbyshire Water Board. 


a> (1) The supply to the area is a bulk supply from the Derwent Valley Water 
Board, augmented by six of the Board's smaller installations. 
The bacteriological quality of the Derwent Valley water has been 
satisfactory. The spring sources have been of lower reliability so far 
as bacteriological quality is concerned and efforts to their gradual 
elimination continued. 


(2) The quantity proved adequate, no restrictions being imposed. 


B. Chemical and bacteriological analyses are carried out in the Board's 
laboratories. All raw, treated and distributed waters are examined at 
least monthly, the number of examinations involved in 1967 being: - 


Bacteriological - 581 
Chemical - 60 


Bacteriological results on treated waters have been consistent with 
standards laid down by the Ministry of Health. Chemical results, in view 
of the number of water sources involved, vary considerably with location 
and approximate extremes of variation are:- 


pH 6.6 = 9.6 
Alkalinity 6 - 180 
Fluoride 0.1 - 0.6 
C. The treated waters in the area have given rise to no concern on the 


grounds of plumbo solvency, and analyses on the supply water at source, 
in distribution and after overnight standing in lead service pipes have 
yielded figures within the recently revised acceptable lead concentration. 
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WATER SUPPLIES continued ..... 


Before being brought into service all newly laid mains were washed 
out, sterilised and samples examined to ensure that satisfactory 
bacteriological and physical results were obtained. No action was 
necessary in respect of any other form of post treatment 
contamination. The waters were monitored to detect any excessive 
amounts of radioactive substances. Monthly reports of current 
bacteriological and physical results were forwarded to the 

Medical Officer of Health. 


The number of houses connected during the year was 70. 


597 yards of main were laid for housing developments.
